officers. This was in response to a cable

V. rites hoi nu: ‘Company I had four pris­ 
oners and did not know what to do with 
them

to do. 
He (mid you know orders.* And 
four natives fell dead.* Cable the truth. 
Kohls a at. 
Commissioner Worcester’* answer, nu 
der date of yesterday, is os follows: “ The 
original statem ent of Brenner is untrue. 
Brenner’s charge was promptly investi­ 
gated by the military authorities bere. 
No facts were ascertained to support 
the charge at the time of first inquiry, 
but the investigation has been renewed 
and is beiug prosecuted vigorously and 
extensively. 
This investigation has not 
yet been completed. 
‘•Brenner’s charge has some semblance 
of truth, for the reason that it is now 
believed that two prisoners were shot in 
the heat of battle for refusing to pass to 
the rear wheu ordered to do sa

m atter is being probed to the bottom. 
It is an isolated c ise. 
“The inhabitants of the towns recent­ 
ly captured hail been maltreated, robbed 
aud left destitute by the insurgents.

tion as our own wounded.”

Briton* and Am ericans Held Up a t 
Hee by Bold Robber*. 
Vancouver, B. C., 
June SO.—The 
British ship Wo On, owned by Banker 
& C a, was held up on May 22 at Rani 
chuck, on the West river, by 25 masked 
robbers, who coolly emptied her cargo 
into junks lying alongside, after which 
the passengers, many of them British 
and Americans, ware made to hand 
over 17,000 in cash. 
Three Chinese tor- 
pedoboats, placed on the river to pre­ 
vent piracy, were anchored within 500 
yards of the scene of the outrage, but 
made no attem pt to assist the merchant­ 
man. 
After tho robbery the captain of 
the \V o On reversed her flag at the 
masthead, but the torpedoboats steamed 
by without laying any attention to the 
signals of distress. Boat captains of the 
^ est River held a meeting after tho 
Bobbery aud smit a resolution to Pekin 
recording toe robbery. 
A strange incident happened in Pekin 
a few days before the steamer left, in 
which a brave American citizen figured. 
It appear* that Dr. Yang Wing. L L D,, 
a graduate of Y ale, wa-* decoyed from 
Shanghai by direction of Prince Chang 
and was imprisoned in the temple.

was given out that the reason was his 
sympathy with the reform movenment. 
On the eighth day an American, dis­ 
guised as a Chinese attache of the Amer­ 
ican consulate, entered the prison, held 
up the jailers, cut Yung's bonds with a 
sword and spirited him away.
